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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the conveyor elements, insertion 
stations, adhesion stations, collection stations, and conveyor devices must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains the word "means". 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Regarding claim 1, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "conveyor" in an 
attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a specified 
function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding "means," it is 
impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). The claims also.recite the 
terms "deflection means", "diverting means", and "bending means". It is not clear whether the 
applicant intends to invoke 35 U.S.C. 1 12 sixth paragraph. Claim 8 recites the term "rail" in 
lines 2 and 3. Are these the same "rail" and is this the same rail recited in claim 7? Regarding 
claims 9, 10, and 14 the phrases "preferably", "such as", and "in particular" render the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Muller. Muller 
discloses a device for collecting and processing folded printed products that includes a collection 
drum (14) with uniformly distributed first saddles (18) and conveyor elements (34); conveyor 
means (40) with second saddles (42), having bending devices, in a transfer region (50') 
supported on rails (46"); a conveyor unit (48); and working stations (82, 74).
